The last week in May was a dopress.
fng one on the racord of anthracite ship-
ments. Inothe firat placa the big storm,
coupled with an almoat uoprecedentad
rainfall, flooded wmany eollieriss, ond
what wera not thus drowned oot wore
cripoled through the inability of the
viliroads to furnish transportation.
These eanses of » decrensed ontput
were partioularly noticéable in the
Sehuykill regien, and, am a result,
shipments decreased 115,603 tons com-
pared with the corresponding week
Ingt year, the {ignres befog 205,040 tons
in 1898 and 140337 tons lust week
Shipwments from the Lehigh region de
creased 60 004 tous, the tonnage being
nearly 50 per cent, Jess than in the same
week in 1803 The storm was not %
eevere in the Wyoming region, and the
eollivriea were workoed full-hauded, 1o+
#ulting in an Increase insbipments of
1,008 tonas, Total shipmsnts wers,
tnerafors, 720,440 tons, n decronse of
154, 200 tons for the week, which bronght
tho total deersase for the year to date
up to 3,114 910 tons.

The current demand for anthracite
continnes satisfactory. The bitunmin-
‘ons strike has caused a gond demand
for anthracite for steam purposes, the
Inrger slzes being in active reqnest,
New England retuil deslers are making
ufalr amonnt of the domestia sizes.
The Weatorn trade is dunll and prices
are demoralized.

The scarcity of soft eoal cansed a
suspension of operalions at a numbor
of additional rolling mitls last week
and it is condidered n liberal estimate
to place the wills in oparation at ouly
one-third the capacity. The demand,
howaever, seems to diminish with the
sources of supply, nnd bence thers is
no soarcity of material and no advance
in prices, Pigiron furnaces linve shut
down as well us mills, although no
great troubls {8 experienced 10 proenr-
ing fnel. Furoace men talk of bettor
pricea s eoon as affeirs are settled
down, as it i« known freight rates from
the West will be sdvanced, and more-
over, ore apd coke bave probably
touched bottom prices, Thers I8 no
pressure to sell and none to buy, and
pricen, therefore, hold atendy at the
old quotations, - For finished material
there is m fair demand. but with at
loast two-thirds of the capacity idle it
in difficnlt to eall the present ciroum-
stances a market. Mannfactorers are
rendy to make contracts for July and
later delivery st considerably lower
prices than they ask for present deliv-
ery, but consumers prefer to wait until
the situation is more settled befare
mnking engagements. Bteal blllots are
in slow request, although consumer's
slocks are light,
